FIFTE5NTE DAY OF THE SLICKENS 
CASE IN COURT. 


Cross-Examination of G. F. Allardt—Testi­ 
mony of D. B. Huntley, Metallurgist, 
and G. B. Cosby, Civil Engineer. 


The elickens ca9e—The People V3. GolJ 
Run Ditch and Mining Company—was re­ 
sumed yesterday at 9:30 a. m., in Department 
Two of the Superior Court, Hon. Jackson 
Temple presiding. 
Direct examination of G. F. Aílardt (to 
Mr. Cadwalader)—There are no other hy­ 
draulic mines excepting those I have described 
that tail into the North Fork, [Witness was 
ask9d to identify a map ] This is a sketch 
made by me on the 18th of November, 18S1, 
representing the American river from Smith’s 
gardens to its mouth. On the sonth bank the 
figures denote the hight of the bank and the 
depth of sediment. The rest of the map is 
self-explanatory. 
Cross-examination (by W . C. Belcher)—I 
measured the water in the upper or north 
claim of the Gold Run mine in the flume. 
There was about 1,100 inches of water at that 
time being used in that mine. The sample of 
water I brought into Court was dipped from 
the surface of the water at the mouth of the 
Hume. I could not tell the amount of Btone 
beicg carried through the flume. I could not 
see them, but could hear them. In ariver the 
surface water do.es not carry as much detritus 
as the water near the bottom. 
I took 
samples of the water at the mouth of the 
flume several times. I think that the man­ 
ner in which I dipped the water out was a 
fair test. [Here witness explained how he took 
the sample from)the flume.] There are several 
kinds of analysis, chemical and mechanical. 
My analysis of the water I should call a 
mechanical analysis. One of the rules of 
Depucet is that water moving with a current 
of one-sixth of a mile will move light mate­ 
rial substances. 
Mr. Belcher—You say you measured the 
depth of the river by your horse. Did you 
also measure the length of the river by your 
horse ? 
Witness—Yes, sir. I measured distance 
from point to point by timing my horse. 
Witness resuming—I don’t know whether 
my horse was a mustang or not. I am not 
an expert horseman. My work of examining 
the river commenced at Folsom. The first 
mile from Canyon creek I-viewed the stream 
FROM THE HILLTOP. 
I con’d see from that point that the river 
was free from debris. Below Rice’s bridge 
for a few miles it was* impassible for a horse­ 
man in the channel. For three miles above 
the Middle Fork I viewed the North Fork 
from the hilltops. Below the junction of the 
Middle and North Fork we followed the 
river as far down as the junction of the South 
Fork,.along its hanks and down the hill 
sides, Bometimes fifty feet and at other times 
a thousand feet above the channel. Between 
Folsom and the mouth of the South Fork I 
followed the river on its immediate bank 
From the points where I viewed the river I 
estimated the quantity and quality of the de 
bris. In many plicea we found it extremely 
difficult to get through the brush. Texas 
Hill 13 on the north side of the river. I ex­ 
amined the mines near Folsom. There is no 
mining done in that neighborhood that 
would class as hydraulic mining. I walked 
along the bank of tbe river from Folsom to 
Alder creek. There_ were evidences in that 
locality of small mising, but no mines were 
in operation. These mines were nearly filled 
with cobbles. I saw a portion of an old tun­ 
nel about halt a mile above Alder creek. 
The mining hank at this point wss about ten 
feet high. The hight of the bank above the 
river at Texas Hill was thirty or forty feet 
deep, and a small portion of the surface had 
been washed off. I made no estimate of the ex­ 
tent of mining done at any point except Gold 
Run. My instructions were to make an examin­ 
ation of the North Fork. I have gcod eye­ 
sight, and can make esiimatc-s of size, depth 
and quantity with considerable accuracy at 
lorg distances. I did not go up the South 
or Middle Foiks of the American. 
Have 
been up the North Fork to Green valley, 
some few miles abo*-e the mouth of Canyon 
creek. It is ahout a mile from Canyon 
creek to 
devil’s gate. 
I could see the river channel, by viewing it 
from different points, on the trail from Col­ 
fax to Iowa Hill. 
Devil’s Gate is not 
marked on the map. [Here the witness was 
examined for upwards of an hour and a half 
as to the formula he U3ed in ascertaining the 
velocity of streams.] I surveyed the Yuba 
river, and was a witness in the Keyes case. 
My surveys of the Yuba, Feather and Bear 
rivers were made at the request of Mr. Cad­ 
walader, but I was paid for my services by 
Mr. Sexton, of Marysville. Mr. Sexton was 
the Secretary of the Anti-Debris Associa­ 
tion. The American river from the mouth 
of the South Fork to State Prison ravine is a 
very rapid stream. [Here witness was asked 
for the reading of the barometer at various 
points ou the river between Gold Run and 
Folsom.] The barometer showed the eleva­ 
tion at Folsom to be 100 feet, Carrolton’s 
340, and Lyon’s Bridge 310. 
Re-direct examination (to Mr. Cadwalader) 
—Mechanical aoalysis is a term that I have 
often used and fceerd used. I have used 
various methods of approximating distances. 
1 have a practiced eye. In going to Iowa 
Hill I crossed the river at a placs called 
Ford's Bridge. From the trail on which I 
traveled I hud an excellent view of the river 
canvon. I examined the Be^r river partially 
in 1878. in 1879 the Yuba, in 1SS1 the Feather, 
North Fork of the American, and the Cusum- 
nea. 
DWIGHT B. HUNTLEY 
Sworn (to Mr. Cadwalader)—I reside in Oak­ 
land, and my business is that of a metallurgist. 
I took a mining course and graduated from 
the Llniversity of California in 1875. 
Since 
that time have been engaged in mining con­ 
siderably. I have been engaged in my profes­ 
sion in Nevada county, Arizona and Utah. 
I visited the Gold Rnn mines with Mr. 
Allardt last mouth. I am somewhat familiar 
with hydraulic mines. 1 resided for sixteen 
years, when a hoy, in Grass Valley. We left 
Sacramento for Gold Run on the 30th of 
October, and returned on the 7th of November. 
We traveled in the channel, and along the 
banks of the river, from Folsom to Gold Run. 
A t the Gold Run mine I saw Mr. Gould, Mr. 
Pierson, Mr, Grunsky and General Cosby. 
Mr. Grunsky was at that time engaged in 
making an instrumental survey of the pit. 
The pit is very irregular. The banks vary 
in hight, and perhaps would average 120 feet. 
The banks surrounding that p<t, by miners 
would be called gravely It has a bluish color, 
with red spots in it. In the gravel are irreg­ 
ular masses of sand, from three inches to 
three or four feet thick. The gravel con­ 
tains considerable sand and clay. You can 
see cobbles Bticking in the bank. Some of 
the cobbles are half as large as a man’s head, 
and many small ones. The clay in the miDe is 
called pipe-clay. When first exposed it is very 
tough; after being exposed for some time 
to the air, it slacks, crumble, and works 
readily. I should judge that one-half of the 
material of the mine is small cobble, above 
the size of a pea, and the other half wonld be 
of a finer material. The bottom gravel has 
a bluish, greenish color. The upper gravel 
has a reddish color. 
[Here witness in a 
very scientific manner explained the different 
colors of the bank*, and the causes which 
produced them.] There are two strata of 
PIPE -cl AT 
In this mine, and each have an average width 
of from six to ten feet. In tbe pipe-clay 
there is c msiderable mica. In the bottom of 
the pit this mine is very clean. On the east­ 
ern aide near the pipe-clay, there are some 
large bowlders, but that part evidently bad 
not been cleaned. I saw three large lines of 
pipe and four giants. Three of the giants 
were in position, hut I don’t know whether 
the fourth one was or not. The material is 
washed into cuts in the mice. These cuts 
convey the debris to a tunnel, and from that 
it is dumped into Canyon creek. The banks 
are not loose ar.d crumbly, but somewhat 
cemented together. The cement is clay, 
silica an! r.xide of iron. I saw petrified 
wood in the pic, which was proof of the fact 
that some of the cement was ailicious. The 
bank at the south end of the pit is somewhat 
softer than other portions cf the mine. The 
tunnel varies fiom 7 to 9 feet iu height, 


and from 10 to 12 feet wide.

this tunnel witn j'"o . Pierson"'“ihe'foSTof 
Canyon creek from the mine’s ’dump to the 
river is 1,020 feet. There is little or no de­ 
bris in the canyon between the mine and the 
river. 1 here w-as no deposit of debris in the 
river at the mouth of Canyon creek. There 
w’ere some cobbles just above the mouth of 
the crees. A short distance above this point 
the river was clear, and the rocky bottom 
was of an entirely different character from 
that below Canyon creek. Above Canyon 
creek the river is from 75 to 100 feet wide. 
We rode from Canyon creek down in the 
chancel to a point a short distance below 
Price's bridge. The river variea in width 
from 100 to 300 feet. The banks have a slope 
of from thirty to forty degrees, and the hills 
rise to a hight of 1,000 feet. The character 
of the deposit is similar to the material dis­ 
charged from the mine, with the exception of 
the pipe-clay, which is not found. The cob­ 
bles and sand are similar to those at the 
mouth of Canyon creek. The bed cf the 
river for this nine miles has an even grade. 
Theie were some ripples, but no falls. 
_____i__ 
Afternoon ¡session. 
Mr. Huntley resuming—I here have some 
samples of the material taken by me from 
the Gold Run mine. This is a sample of the 
B3nd that I referred to as lying lenticular in 
the bank [marked Huntley No. 1] This isa 
specimen of pipe-clay [Huntley No. 2]. This 
is a sample cf the average bank [Huntley No. 
3]. Exposure of the bank to the air generally 
changes its color. I did Dot notice the pres­ 
ence of alkali in any of the bank material. 
The usual cement in the mines is silica, lime, 
and sesqui-oxide of iron. I made no estimate 
as to the cubic yards of debriH in the North 
Fork. In some portions of the river I esti­ 
mated this Ailing to be from five to twenty 
feet in depth. My estimates were made from 
the hights of the water-maiks on the sides 
of the stream. The bank slopes vary from 
thirty to forty degrees in the neighborhood 
of Canyon creek. There was neither siickens 
cor mica in that portion of the river. Near 
Rice’s bridge, in a rarrow gorge where there 
was no deposit worth mentioning, the hight 
of the water-marks were from thirty to foity 
feet. The velocity was perhaps about two 
andone-haif miles an hour. The next section 
below Rice’s bridge was ahout the same as 
the section above. Some siickens were seen 
in this section. 
" shirt tail canton” 
And Indian creek empty into the river in 
this section. Their mouths were about the 
same aa that of Canyon creek, and contained 
very little deposit. The width of the river 
varied from 100 to 300 feet. Lyons’ bridge is 
fifty one feet above low-water mark. The 
water-marks at this point indicate that floods 
have come up to within ten or fifteen feet of 
the bridge. Just below the bridge the river 
bed was not so wide as abeve. We found 
some bars near the bend3. Below Lyons’ 
bridge we found the river and deposits very 
similar to that above, and the deposits of the 
Eame general character. Between the dam tf 
the North Fork and Gwynn's bridge we found 
several bars on the concave side of the bends. 
In tne Dext section we found more deposits. 
Some of tho bars of sand and cobble were 
from ten to fifteen feet in depth. We also 
noticed traces of former bank mining. In 
those old diggings and high bars the pits are 
covered with cobbles. 1 he finer material had 
been washed into the river. From Rattle­ 
snake Bar to Doten’s Bar, two and one-half 
miles, there is sand, gravel, and seme siick­ 
ens. The material in this portion of the chan­ 
nel is about the same size as in the section 
above. From Doten’s Bar, for some distance, 
the river bed is comparatively clear. In that 
part of the river we saw no mines in opera­ 
tion. We saw some signs of mining since the 
high water of last winter in two places near 
Folsom. I did not see the mines, but saw 
where they dumped into the river. The 
dumps of one of these mines, situated near 
the bridge, covered about half an acre. The 
other mice dumped into the river on the op­ 
posite side, and was cot so extensive. We 
traveled this distance from Canyon creek to 
Folsom on horseback, as near the river.as 
possible. On three or four occasions we went 
down to the river. 
BEALS’ 3AR 
Is about 190 feet and Carrolton 70 feet above 
the river. A t Folsom we found the river by 
measurement to be 175 feet wide, and aver­ 
age d fr"tn three to thirteen feet in depth. 
We also estimated its 
velocity and 
the quantity of water. 
The flow at 
the bridge at 
that 
time 
was 
700 
cubic feet per second. The banks rear Fol­ 
som are about 50 feet high at the bridge. The 
cobblestones on the bar are not similar to 
those found above ; they are iarger acd of a 
different color. In the neighborhood of Fol­ 
som there are large deposits of cobbles, cover­ 
ing many acres. The old mining pits at or 
near Folsom plainly indicate that the mines 
were not worked by hydraulic preces?. They 
evidently were mined with small heads of 
water, and the cobbles, instead of being 
sluiced cut by water, had been removed from 
the pits by wheelbarrows. I came down on 
the left hank of the river, and did not visit 
Mississippi Bar. Below Folsom we begin to 
find large deposits of sand, containing layers 
of slickccs. The sand decreases in the^sedi- 
metital fillings below Folsom, and the' per­ 
centage of siickens deposit greatly increases. 
The river beicw Folsom widens considerable. 
On the river sides there are large deposits of 
sand and siickens. There are in this section 
some email dumps from small sluices that 
run out into the water. 
The dumps are 
quite small. From Buffalo creek down, the 
river widens ; in some places it is 1,000 feet 
wide. In the upper portion of this seoti-n 
are some bars of sand and slickers. The 
water does not run iu the center of the chan­ 
nel, but on tbe side, and is cutting away the 
batiks. The river would erode its banks be­ 
cause the current is directed against them. 
The grade of the river from Folsom is quite 
light, and large amouuts of sedimentary m at­ 
ter are deposited during low stages of water. 
From Routier's to Brighton I noticed gray 
sand 20 inches deep in an 
ALFALFA FIELD. 
At Rconey’s the bank is perhaps 15 feet high 
and drops off to 0 or 7 feet at Smith's gardens. 
From the Central Pacific Railroad bridge to 
the mouth of the American, the watot on an 
average is 250 feet wide, and the bed is per­ 
haps 1,000 feet. There are uiaLy quite large 
bars of sand in this portion of the river. 
This sand carries large quantities of mica. 
The cobbles disappear a short di-tance below 
Fora’s Bar. The fillings in the chancel from 
that point to the Sacramento river is sand 
and siickens. The debris deposited ioto the 
North Fork by Canyon creek, is carried fur­ 
ther down by the high water of each succeed­ 
ing year. The pipe-clay or siickens soon 
reaches the Sacramento river. 
Tr.e sand, 
gravel and cobble being heavier, it takes them 
longer to come down. The cobble would per­ 
haps, tbe first season, come down a mile or 
two, and continue to come down that much 
each winter. The sand being lighter wonld 
perhaps, the first season, reach Folsom. The 
gravel the first year would be carried to a 
point between that of the sand and cobble. 
The sand and slickers I find in the lower 
portions of the American river are similar in 
nature to those deposited into Canyon creek 
liy the Gold Run mine. The bank iu tbe 
Gold Run mine is neither hard nor soft. I 
think it is loosened up by powder and then is 
easily washed into the tunnel. 
Cross-ex amir. Aiou (by W. C. Belcher)—This 
was the first trip 1 ever took up the North 
Fork. I was asked by Mr. Allardt to accom­ 
pany him, and was told that my expenses 
would be paid by the parties bringing this 
suit. Mr. Allardt did not say who would pay 
me for my services, but I understood it was 
the 
BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF SACRAMENTO 
COUNTY. 
I visited the mine and took three specimens 
from the pit, as heretofore stated. I do not 
say that this is a sample of all that is in that 
pit. The dibbles and material in this box I 
think is a fair sample of the general character 
of the bank. I took these samples with a 
piA from the bank. The hanks are softer 
now than they were when first caved. Hard 
and soft are comparative terms. I could not 
say that the banks were hard ; neither could 
I say they were soft. On the eastern tide of 
the pit I saw some rocks that would weigh 
several hundred pounds. I judge that powder 
had been used in this mine. Some ground 
wilt shake up quite fine when powder is used. 
Last spring, near I'iety Hill, iu Shasta 
county, in one of Mr. Hayward’s mines, I 
saw’ what effect blasting had on a gravelly 
bank. I was engaged in silver mining to 
some extent in Lodi, seventy-five milts south­ 
west of Au-tin, iu the State of Nevada. I 
never had anyexperience in hydraulic mining. 
On the eastern siie of the pit of the Gold 
Run mine are two layers of pipe ciay, each of 
which is from six to ten feet thick. About 
one-half of the material of tho nine is sand 
aud pipe-clay. Liie specimen of pipe-clay I 
brought into tho Court this morning I took 
from the pit. All lha sand in the banks of 
the mine c utaiu some clay. I base my esti­ 
mate- of tbe quantity oi sard and clay by 
close observation. I was iu the pit perhaps 


three hours. My specialty is metallurgy. I 
spent one year in analyzing slags and orts. _ I 
was assaying, refining and surveying at dif­ 
ferent times while in Nevada. Ia general 
the rocks found in the pit at the Gold Run 
mine belong to the sedimentary class. 
There are more than one kind of quartz. 
Quartz pebbles, silicious slate pebbles, angu­ 
lar or sufc-angular serpentine rocks, pebbles 
containing large amounts of silica that, I 
think, quartzous, and other rocky forma­ 
tions, were found in the pit. I found mica 
in the pipe-clay in considerable quantities. 
From Canyon creek for a long distance down 
the river, I found no mica. I went from 
Sacramento to San Francisco by steamer in 
18G5, acd saw no bars iu the river. I do not 
know the location of Texas Hill. 
GENERAL G. B. COSBY SWORN. 
For the past three years hive resided in 
Sacramento, and been engaged in the ca­ 
pacity of Secretary to State Engineer H all, 
On the «3d of November, 1SS1, I received in­ 
structions to go to Icdiana Hill, at Gold 
Run, and aesist Mr. Grunsky iu some sor- 
veys be was engaged upon. Mr. Grunsky 
was ordered to make a careful instrumental 
eurvey of the pit. 
I found the mine 
to consist of a large and deep pit, in 
which were two or three giant3 and other 
hydraulic apparatus. 
I found some rock 
that was very hard and others that would 
easily crumble. The material of the mine 
was washed through a tuDnel into Canyon 
creek. W ith the exception of one place 
where the bank had caved, the bottom of the 
pit was comparatively clear. The canyon at 
the mouth of the tunnel was deep and pre­ 
cipitous. The dump was about twenty feet 
above the mouth of the canyon. An obser­ 
vation was taken at the mouth of. the tunnel, 
and again at the mouth of the canyon, and 
the difference in altitude found to be 1,020 
feet. The dump cf the mine into the canyon 
is less than a mile from the point where the 
canyon empties into the North Fork. There 
was some water of a dirty greenish color run­ 
ning through the tunnel at the time I visited 
the mine. For several miles from the mouth 
of Canyon creek the river is of uniform 
grade. The estimated amoont of debris in 
the first section was 1,042,962 cubic yards ; 
from Iowa Hill to Stephens’ bridge, 1 842,­ 
432 cubic yards; from Stephens’ bridge to 
Rice’s bridge, 545,600 cubic yards; from 
Rice’s bridge to Rocky canyon there is no de- 
po-it; 
from Rocky canyon to Shirt- 
tail 
canyon, 
1,140,740 
cubic 
yards; 
from Shirt-tail canyon to Rocky can­ 
yon 
No. 
2, 
5,572,825 
cubic 
yards. 
Through this second Rocky Canyon I esti­ 
mated to be nothing. From Rocky Canyon 
No. 2 to the mouth of the Middle Fork 
50,000 cubic yards. I estimated the total 
deposit at 10,209,067, Mr. Grunsky aud my­ 
self traveled this distance on foot. The de­ 
posit was mostly a 
CLEAN-WASHED COBBLE 
And gravel. Tbe proportion ot sand and 
sediment in these deposits was very small. 
Water-worn rocks in this reach plainly indi­ 
cated to what hight the flood waters reached. 
In some places, notably in the canyons, thesa 
water-worn rocks were thirty-five feet above 
the watei's surface. We tried to follow the 
river by its channel, from the junction of the 
Middle Fcrk, but found we could not do so. 
In some places we measured distances with 
a tape line. 
I don’t remember the 
point at which I first observed siick­ 
ens, I saw immerse quantities of siick­ 
ens 
between Folsom and Sacramento. 
The sand and sedimentary deposits at Fol­ 
som are heavier and coarser than those near 
Sacramento city. About midway between 
Folsom and Sacramento there are bars of cob­ 
bles, sand and siickens. The river meanders 
through these deposits and appears to be con­ 
stantly changing its channel. 
Where we 
forded the river at Sacramento Bar, the 
water wa3 about one foot deep—and water 
quite muddy. We lunched at Sacramento 
Bar, and drank some of the river water. The 
water at that point would compare favorably 
with our Sacramento water. 
The direct examination of General Ccsby 
was concluded, and Court adjourned till 9:30 
A. M. to day.

THE OLD TACTICS. 


.THE HORTICULTURAL CONVENTION. 
The Convention of fruit growers which 
will meet to day in this city has very im­ 
portant matters to consider. While on 
the one hand the demand for California 
fruit has been increasing rapidly for sev­ 
eral years, on the other hand there has 
been a steady deterioration iu the produc­ 
tion, because of insect enemies. The in­ 
sect pests have multiplied with alarming 
speed, and it must not be denied that their 
increase has been facilitated by careless­ 
ness, selfishness, and obstinate neglect of 
precautions. Ignorant and narrow minded 
growers have refused to adopt the suggest­ 
ions of the better informed because of the 
■trouble involved, in many instances, and yet 
others have shown themselves so destitute 
of community feeling as to be indifferent 
to the possible destruction of the property 
of their neighbors by means of their 
neglect. The attempt to obviate the3e 
■drawbacks by legislation has been but par­ 
tially successful; experience proving that 
the law does not confer upon the executive 
officers sufficient power to deal with abuses 
effectively. The general residí has been 
the very serious deterioration of the 
■orchards and vineyards, and it has be­ 
come apparent that unless organized 
Action is taken at once with a view 
to fight the various insect plagues, one 
-of the most profitable and promising 
industries on the coast will be in danger 
of speedy decadence. These are among the 
principal reasons for the holding of the 
■Convention which meets at Sacramento to­ 
day, and it is to be hoped that measures 
will beconcerted on this occasion which may 
check the ravages of the fruit-growers’ 
foes, and thus securo better production for 
the future. It has been made plain that 
nothing but united action is of any use in 
this connection. 
One refractory vine or 
fruitgrower may frustrate the efforts of a 
whole county or section. There must he 
harmony anu patience under discipline, or 
nothing can be accomplished, and every 
viue and fruit-grower m ust realize that his 
interest and that of all his neighbors are 
identic»! and inseparable. 
It is cf little 
uao to discover remedies for insect pests 
unless there is complete accord as to the 
character oi the remedial measures, and 
complete willingness and determination to 
apply them faithfully and fully in every 
•case. 
We trust that our horticultural 
friends will base tlieir action upon these 
principles, and that before proceeding to 
discuss diseases and propose remedies they 
will agree upon a programme for concerted 
action in fighting the insect pests. 


GERMAN EMIGRATION. 
The German Government is casting 
about for means wherewith to put a stop 
to the heavy tide of emigration to Amer­ 
ica. A Liberal member of the Reichstag 
plainly tells the Government that Germans 
go to the United States because they rind 
there everything which their owe Govern­ 
ment denies them. They indeed have 
abundant excuse for emigration. They 
get rid of militarism, which Í3 rapidly 
impoverishing every continental nation, 
they rind living wages, complete freedom 
from that detestable police supervision 
which is another of the canses of constant 
irritation in Germany, and in general they 
realize that they can expand and develop 
naturally and healthfully in the new coun­ 
try. Unless Bismarck is able to fetter 
the people by compulsory legislation they 
will continue to come over to the United 
States, and should he undertake to pre­ 
vent them forcibly he is liable to discover 
that contentment cannot be made obliga­ 
tory, and that a discontented population 
jnay be much worse than a depleted one. 


We do not know that Mr. Keifer will 
make a worse Speaker than Mr. Hiscock. 
So far as personal fitness is concerned the 
candidates are perhaps ou a level. But it 
is interesting to observe that the combina­ 
tions which were made to defeat the last 
named candidate indicate sustained confi­ 
dence in political methods which have been 
for several years becoming more and more 
distasteful to the majority of the Repubii- 
c til party. The contest between the sev­ 
eral candidates for the Speakership would 
be of little moment outside their immedi­ 
ate political circles but for this consider­ 
ation. The country is compelled to lock 
behind the actual struggle, and to recog­ 
nize the reappearance of that kind of poli­ 
tics which has been termed “ machine,’ 
because it does not represent the popular 
will, but is a means too often of defeating 
the expression of that will. Quarrels be­ 
tween Conkling aDd Blaine and Arthur and 
Cameron, and other politicians, are not 
specially interesting or important in them- 
ielves ; but it is perceived that they stand 
for much more extensive combinations, 
which 
combinations at 
bottom in­ 
volve tbe vital question whether the 
Republican party is to exist merely as the 
¿ouvenience of a few scheming politicians, or 
Whether it is to represent the views and 
Wishes of the millions who cast it3 votes. 
jXor is this all. The men who stood round 
Grant at Chicago last year, and who have 
clung together ever since, and have betn 
working, openly or under concealment, 
against the interests represented by the 
combinntions which defeated him, have in­ 
troduced into American politics an entirely 
new and decidedly dangerous line or action 
and thought. The feature of their organi­ 
zation which has always been the most con- 
picuous, is the personal element in it. 
Hitherto all parties have made principles 
and measures their foundation, and men 
have only acquired importance as they 
seemed to repreeent these principles and 
measures. But the faction which has 
grown up aliout Grant has taken an indi­ 
vidual for its center and basis, and in doing 
11,13 it has not only introduced Imperialism 
to our politics, but has quite naturally- 
adopted Imperialist ways of thinking and 
■ speaking. 
Nothing could be more surprising to the 
American thoroughly imbued with the 
democratic idea than the constant implica­ 
tion of the Grant faction that their 
champion in some mysterious way pos­ 
sessed a right to the Presidency. These 
men had so accustomed themselves to this 
idea that they strongly resented the 
entrance of any other candidates to the 
arena, and Grant himsc-lf has evidently 
never forgiven Blaine for what he regards 
as his presumption in checkmating the 
Grant “ boom.” Ever since that time 
indeed it has been clear that the Grant 
leaders and managers have felt very much 
as the French Bonapartiats did when they7 
found that the Republic was too strong for 
them. And this kind of feeling is insep­ 
arable from the undemocratic line of action 
w’hich “ Grantism” has brought forward, 
for the moment an individual becomes of 
more consequence than principles, the 
democratic idea is lost sight of, and Impe­ 
rialism is substituted for it. The couutry 
had a sufficient opportunity to observe the 
tendencies of Grantism during his second 
administration. It was tben that the 
political Satrapies came into existence; 
when half a dczen shrewd politicians on- 
ceived the daring idea of governing the 
whole country through the Republican 
party, and of controlling the Republican 
party by the “ machine.” What the peo­ 
ple thought of that project they’ showed in 
the autumn elections preceding the Hayes 
and Tilden Presidential campaign. The 
Republican managers were then in danger 
of finding themselves deserted by the 
masses of the party, and but for the nomi­ 
nation of Hayes, who was thought to be 
conservative and safe, there would have 
been a political revolution. 
Last year the Grant faction came for­ 
ward again with more confidence and au­ 
dacity than ever, and at Chicago its lead­ 
ers scarcely attempted to conceal their 
belief that they were about rather to im­ 
pose a ruler upon the country than to sub­ 
mit n candidate to the suffrages of the 
people. The overthrow of all their plans, 
aud the nomination of General Garfield, 
secured the votes of the Republicau masses 
to the Republican ticket. 
Had Grant 
been nominated we have never had any 
doubt tbat he would have been beaten. 
But his friends have never forgiven those 
who brought about his defeat, and there 
is too much reason to fear that they have 
not abandoned the schemes which they 
then entertained. 
They have certainly 
learned nothing by experience. 
They 
certainly rely as implicitly as ever upon 
the power of “ machine” politics. And 
in the Speakership contest the public have 
a significant indication of their future pur­ 
poses. 
Had General Garfield lived to 
serve out his term it may be permitted us 
to hope that this infatuation would have 
died away. But events have unfortunately 
appeared to give encouragement to its 
dupes just when their prospects seemed 
darkest, and they have returned to their 
old devices with renewed energy. There 
is little ground ior expectation that those 
who have failed to profit by the plain 
teaching of political events during the past" 
five years will listen to reason now. It is 
far more probable that they will abuse 
their supposititious opportunities until the 
Ilepublican masses once more lose patience, 
ami administer a final chastisement to them. 
The one great lesson to which they are 
and have remained blind and deaf is the 
fact that no “ machine ” can control lie- 
publicaa vote3 when the final test of opin­ 
ion is reached. Shrewd politicians can 
manipulate delegations, cay conspire suc­ 
cessfully to defeat popular candidates, can 
often nominate their own favorites; but 
what they cannot do is to secure tlieir 
election after they have been nominated. 
And it is also clear that the people cannot 
be deceived. Even if they them’elves 
were dull-witted. thepres3 would enlighten 
them. But they see and appreciate the 
meaning of all these “ machine’ maneu­ 
vers, and when the time is fully ripe th.y 
will adjudicate thematter. The “ machine 1 
managers may be as subtle and adroit as p a­ 
sible, but they cannot, with all their 
manipulations, conceal the marks of their 
hands, and ever,- such mark is accepted by 
the voters as a brand of condemnation. 
Therefore the events which the managers 
are prone to celebrate as triumphs may 
; very easily be the surest premonitions of 
| disaster, aud therefore they are nearest to 
I calamity precisely when they think the 
i whole game is in their hands. 


tercd themselves at a Custom-house. No 
Chinaman of any calling or kind shall be 
permitted to come here without the con­ 
sent of the Chinese Government first 
specially obtained in each case. Officers 
of the Chinese Government, students, mer­ 
chants and traders are exempted from the 
general prohibition. Penalties are imposed 
upon shipmasters infringing the law. These 
are the main features of the law, which 
appears to be effective enough provided that 
the exceptions in the first clause do not 
afford loopholes of evasion. It seems to 
be the general teaching of experience that 
if e.-ie begins to classify the Chinese who are 
allowed to come, one is tolerably certain to 
end by making room for almost every 
kind. But it by no means follows that 
Congress is now prepared to pass a 
law or this character. Last time California 
applied for similar legislation a Presiden­ 
tial election was on hand, and it was 
thought necessary to throw a tub to the 
Pacific coast whale. Hence the last treaty 
Commission and its results. At present, 
however, there is no Presidential election 
in the way, and therefore the Atlantic 
coast legislators who believe iu tha “broth­ 
erhood of man ” business, may think the 
occasion a good one to oppose the new 
bills and at the same time air their hu- 
manitarianism. At ail events it will not 
do to let our expectations get ahead of the 
event.

WASHINGTON, December 5;h.—In the 
Guiteau trial to day Speak r Randall ap­ 
peared. He sai l L-. did not understand why 
he wa? subpenaed. 
Scoyjile will this afternoon call on the 
President, and try to get him to consent to ap­ 
pear. Guiteau says ho had several inter­ 
views w ith Arthur, and it is known that he 
has written the Prtsi ent several letters, 
which the defense want to go on record. 
Guiteau was unusually scored this morning, 
and begged the officers to take him into Court 
by tb« back entrance, and with trembling 
aud cringing gait shuffled through the angry 
crowd, abject fear depicted cn hi’ face, aud 
did not regain his composure for several 
minutes. 
Richard J. Hinton, editor of the Washing­ 
ton Gazette, had seen the prisoner at the Re­ 
publican headquarters iu New York ; thought 
him egotistical and exceedingly ill balanced. 
*Hin speech was a ridiculous, disjointed affair. 
Guiteau (excitedly)—It wa3 nothing of the 
kind. You don’t know what you are talking 
about. The best men of tha country in­ 
dorsed it. 
The witness resumed—The prisoner got to 
be a perfect nuisance about the committee 
rooms. 
Guiteau—You were a nuisance, 
you. 
I’d rather be huDg as a man than acquitted 
as a fool, and won’t have any more of this 
kind of evidence. 
Witness said he was the laughing-stock, as 
far as he could see. 
Guiteau (violently to Scovi'Je)—If yon put 
any more of these cranky fellows on the stand 
I’il square you again. It was a great piece 
of impudence on your part to put Judge 
Davis on without consulting me. I am no 
fool, and I won’t allow you to make me out 
one.Dr. Charles Nicholas, of the Bloomindale 
Asylum, said : “ If the evideuce to which I 
have listened is correct, I should say Guiteau 
is insane,” 
Dr. Folsom, of Boston, made same answer 
to a similar hypothetical case stated by 
Scovilie. 
Dr. William Godding, of the Government 
Insane Asylum, Dr. James H. McBride, cf 
Milwaukee, and Dr. Chancing, of Brcokly-D, 
Mass , agreed in the same opiniou.

Chicago, December 5th.—A dispatch from 
St. Louis says : F. W. Hatch, said to be Sec­ 
retary of tbe California State Board cf 
Health, wiite3 to tha St. Louis Health Com­ 
missioner that that State has quarantined 
against Chicago, and that trains on the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad have introduced small­ 
pox in five counties along the line in Califor­ 
nia, and in every case the disease can be 
traced to Chicago arrivals. In St. Louts 
there is a great deal of smail-pox, twenty-six 
c vea being reported from quarantine. 
In relation to this dispatch, the Chicago 
authorities say they have no official informa­ 
tion of the fact, if it be bo, and are inclined 
to doubt it. They say, however, that if San 
Francisco quarantines against Chicago, then 
they will quarantine against New York, out 
of necessitv. The small-pox is indeed very 
prevalent here, and has broken out in many 
first-class localities of late. Two thousand 
people were vaccinated at the Health Office 
to-day, and there were tliirty-nine deaths 
from the horrible disease last week, A 
smali-pox epidemic is feared, aod there is a 
genuine scare.

Heavy Shipm ents East. 


The firm of M. T. Brewer & Co. bavo re­ 
moved from their former location at the cor­ 
; ner of Second and J streets into their new 
; and elegant quarters, consisting of toe mam 
| and basement fl r rs of the Arcade H otel 
| property, on Second, between J and K streets. 
! The firm have a lease of the Arcade property 
for a term of feu years. 
The portion of the 
building above the first floor will be subleased 
! -uv -hem for residences or hotel purposes. The 
’ main floor and basement have been entirely 
Í remodeled under special supervision of the 
■ nr;::, to tui: 'heir wants and for the utmost 
| convenience in carrying on their large busi- 
| ness as commission dtal-rs iu all kinds of 
! fruits, produce and seeds. They now have 
I one of the finest establishments to be found, 
! .:nd is claimed to be the best upon the coast. 
Those who knew the old Arcade as guests or 
by frequeuticg it would hardly find a point in 
ip lower interior by which to make the faint­ 
est recognition. 
A ll partitions have been 
removed, and the building greatly enlarged 
by extension from the rear. 
The main fiver now has a frontage upon 
Second street of fifty-five feet, all in one store­ 
room, and running back to the allc-y. a depth 
of one hundred and sixty feet, with sixteen 
feet ceiling. 
This storeroom is divided into 
two sections by a large arih of about twenty- 
five feet span, located eighty-three feet from 
the front, which makes a unique separation 
of the immense room into a front general 
storeroom, and a rear packing room, while 
they are still really all in one. 
Iu the center 
of "the front portion is situated the iffice, 
which is a fine piece of workmanship and a 
sort of palace by itself. 
I t is eleven by forty 
feet in size, and inclosed to a hight of about 
four feet w ith red and_ light-colored woods, 
finished in oil and varnish, and from thence 
above to the ceiling is compoeed entirely c f 
glass held by fight sashes highly finished, and 
making the whole present a handsome end a t­ 
tractive appearance. 
The office is divided 
into three compartments, which a « richly 
furnished with new furniture and appliances. 
The front apartm ent is occupied as the gen­ 
eral office and also has a desk furnished with 
stationery, etc., for the use of customers. The 
middle portion is occupied by the bookkeep­ 
ers. 
In this part also stands an immense new; 
safe. 
This Btands upon a solid foundation of 
masonry, bui(£ up from the ground and inde­ 
pendent of the building, so th at in case the 
building is burned this will remain in its po­ 
sition undisturbed. 
I t is a well-knowu fact 
that the damaKe to the contents of safes in 
case of large fires is generally from their being 
buried in smoldering debris in cellars, some­ 
times for days before they can be got out, and 
during which time the contents are destroyed 
nr damaged, as was largely true at ti e 
Chicago fire. The rear apartm ent of the office 
is fitted up in an elegant m anner for a private 
room, w ith Biussrls carpet, fine furniture, 
marble wash and dresaing-stand, with hot 
and cold water, fine gilt and enameled chan­ 
delier. etc. 
The glass inclosing this part of 
the office is ground, to a hight of about eight 
feet, thus making this apartm ent entirely 
private. 
On the left-hand tide of th9 m ain store­ 
room is a small room partitioned off and 
neatly finished, to be used for showing sam­ 
ples of the dried and canned fruits carried by 
them iu stock. 
Adjoining this is a coat and 
hat rooru, and next to this an elevator for 
carrying goods to a n ! from the floor below. 
The right-hand side of the room is occupied 
as the canned fruit and seed departm ent, and 
i,ver the rear portion is a platform, eight feet 
above the floor, suspended by iron rods from 
the ceiling, anil upon which is stored, as a 
placa of safety from rats and mice, their 
choicest varieties of seeds and nuts. 
This is 
reached by a 3tep-ladder, which is removed 
when net in use, and thus rendering the loft 
absolutely vermin-proof. 
The seed depart­ 
ment is arranged in long rows of neutiy- 
labeied drawers with fancy handles, much in 
the style of a well-furnished drug store. 
The rear portion of the main floor back of 
the arch is occupied by their Btock of green 
fruit, where iL is disposed of or repacked for 
shipment. 
The handling of fruit or goods 
upon the main floor is done upon patent 
trucks or cars, with wheels faced with rubber, 
rendering them entirely noiseless, and by the 
use of which fifty tons or more of merchan­ 
dise can be carried over the floor iu a single 
day without 1 -e¡ng heard in the office. 
Going to the lower or basement floor, this 
is found also entirely reconstructed and 
arranged in the best and most convenient 
m anrer possible for packing purposes. 
The 
entire space is throw n into one room covering 
the area of the builiingi and a'a > ex*ending 
under the sidewalk to the cub, thereby 
u'ilizing every inch of space, and making the 
lower floor 55 by 175 feet in extent. 
In 
addition to glass footlights through the front 
walk, and light from the rear, this room is 
thoroughly lighted by use of forty gas jets. 
The basement story is made absolutely dry, 
as well as vermin proof, by a layer four inches 
thick o f concrete under the floor. 
Running 
the whole length of this floor are two small 
car trucks, one near each side, for facilitating 
and handling goods, which, from these, are 
hoisted to the main floor by the elevator. 
A 
small furnace is located in the basement for 
heating the offices above, which is done by 
steam, and also for furnishing hot water for 
the offices and any necessary purposes about 
the store. 
The main place for receiving and 
de­ 
livering 
fruit goods 
for both floors is 
at the -.ear, upon the alley, thus relieving 
the front of the establishm ent from being 
blockaded with teams. 
Heretofore this firm 
has, during the summer, occupied from one to 
three storerooms for packing, in addition to 
their main establishmont. 
In their new 
quarters, with the basement specially fitted 
for packing puipsses, they will be enabled to 
carry on their full business under the one 
roof. _ 
I t is confidently expected th at the im­ 
portance of Sacramento as a fiuit-shipping 
center wiil continue to constantly increase, 
as it has done for several years past, and that 
the fruit and produce 
commission 
mer­ 
chants cf the city will all find necessity 
for 
extending 
their 
establishments by 
reason of their commanding position for the 
great distant m arket—the Eastern cities and 
States. 
Some idea of the importance which 
the 
business of green fruit shipping has 
reached in this city m aybe obtained from the 
fact that during the heaviest shipping months 
of the past season the firm of M. T. Brewer 
& Co. alone employed about 400 men, used 
about 8300 worth of boxes per day, and sent 
as high as 50 tons of green fruit daily to the 
Eastern States. 
And still the business in 
California of supplying fruits to the Eastern 
m arket is regarded as but in its infancy.

F ruit-G row ers’ C o nvention.—The Con­ 
vention of fruit-growers and others associa­ 
ted with this industry will commence in this 
city at the Assembly Chamber this morning 
at 10 o’clock. 
Among the delegates already 
arrived are : Prof. C. H . Dwinelle, President 
of the State H orticultural Board ; D r. S. F . 
Chapins, of San Jose’; W. B. West, of Stock­ 
ton ; A. S. W hite, of San Bernardino coun­ 
ty, members of 
said Board, and J . H. 
Wheeler, Secretary ; also S. M cKinley, Mr. 
fc’i-ke, of Stockton; E. R. Therber, L. W . 
Buck, G. P. Plaisted, cf V acaville; E . T. 
Kirie, of San Francisco; J . W. Violet, of 
Iono ; W . J . Wilson, of Newcastle ; H ern­ 
don B ariett, of Lincoln, and R. W. W illiam­ 
son, oi Penryn. 
The principal number of 
delegates will arrive this forenoon upon the 
various trains. 
Those already in the city 
held an informal meeting last evening at the 
office of M. T. Brewer & Co., and considered 
the pr> gramme arranged for the Convention. 
Tns prcceedings to-day will be—first, organi­ 
zation and appointm ent of committees, which 
will probably occupy the forenoon.

Redding has a new Catholic cemetery. 
The Hum boldt lies placid under a sheet 
of ice at Palisade, Nev. 
Washoe county, Nevada, has §14,197 36 
in the county school fund. 
The amount of taxes delinquent in Hum­ 
boldt county, Nevada, is $2,107 09. 
The Board of Normal School Trustees 
m et Saturday, and the Committee on Teach­ 
ers subm itted a report refusing to accept 
the resignation of Professor Allen. 
George Grieves, of 
Tremont, Solano 
county, killed forty geese at two shots the 
other morning, and in the afternoon he im­ 
proved his record by killing fifty-seven at 
two shots. 
The Seventh-Day Adventists have de­ 
cided to establish a State denominational 
school, and the place offering the best facil­ 
ities and the greatest inducements will 
probably secure the prize. 
Clarence Stewart, of 
Riverside, last 
April stocked a pond with 216 carp about 
two inches long. 
Last week he drew off 
the water, and found his original fish to 
weigh one and one-half pounds each, while 
there were 2,000 carp ranging from one to 
four inches. 
A large gray wolf was seen near Grid- 
ley last week.

kuown, that I, Charles A. Wetmore, Chief Ex­ 
ecutive Viticultural and Health Officer of the Beard 
of State Viticultural Commissioners, being duly 
authorized aud instructed by said Board, do declare 
the following quarantine rules aud regulations for 
the protection of the viticultural industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
couuty, in this State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
said rules and regulations: 


Q I AKAXTIXE RYLES AND REGULATIONS. 


Rule 1. All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were growu, and. 
intended for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year's growth ; all 
older wood to be carefully and thoroughly removed 
before leaving the vineyard where made, and to be 
immediately destioyed by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reason of this rule is that the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found only on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vines, according to aDy one of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho-carbonate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds of sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of water; immerse cuttings aud rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Dissolve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water in the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one part carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a covered vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point for one h our; replace water 
lost by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels aud 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 parts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissolve carbolic acid crj&talsin water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
water; immerse cuttings and routed vines ten min­ 
utes. 
. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in the propor­ 
tion of one pound tc 20 gallons of w ater; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lime ” in 20 
parts of water ; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. [N. B.—To make “ liver of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal. 
Ion water ; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-hulf of 
volume ; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parís 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the Slate there will be 
appointed local resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where vine-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
application to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons for the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors required by law* will be appointed 
by this office. 


R E C O K .H E \D A T IO I8 FO R T11E FU RTH ER 
PROTECTION OF VINEYARDS. 
• 
All persons planting new vineyards within the 
State are advised and strongly urged to consider ali 
roots and cuttings suspected, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect peats upon them, as well as also thuse of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country. 


CERTIFICA TES. 


For the further convenience of vine-growere, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Inspector residing 
near the vineyard of the applicant-, or the person in 
charge of cuttings or rooted vines, setting forth 
that the provisions oí Rulo 2 have been complied 
with, and shall be entitled to charge in each esse 
not exceeding 50 cení? for such certificates made out 
in duplicate, one ceriiftcjte being sufficient to cover 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may be satisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect* r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shall likewise he given 
any applicant who desires the same, ami who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, other than such as are required to be 
disinfected by Rule 2, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommeudations of 
this office. 


INFECTED W R A PPIN G S, ETC. 
Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the £t:vte with imported cuttiogs and 
vims (referred to in Rule 2) shall he disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im- 
mers'ng in or washing with any of the solutions 
named in Rule 2, provided tb&t the strength of the 
same, in case of mere washing, shall bo increased by 
the reduction of the water in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ; if not disinfected, 
such packages and packing materials shall be de­ 
stroyed by lire. 
PENALTIES* 
All infractions or evasions cf these rules will be 
punishable according to law*.

7. Transportable material of any kind, infested by 
any insect or insects, or the gene thereof, namely, 
their eggs, lana; or pupae, known to be injurious 
to fruit or fruit trees, and liable to spread contagion, 
is hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, gift, 
attribution or transportation. 
8. Tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants or 
trees of any kind may he disinfected by dipping in 
a solution composed of not less than one pound 
(1 Ih) of commercial concentrated lye to each and 
every two (2) gallons of water used as such disin­ 
fectant, or in any other manner satisfactory to the 
Chief Executive Horticultural and Health officer. 
9. Empty fruit laixes, packages or baskets irfay 
be disinfected by dipping in boiling water, and al­ 
lowed to remain in said boiling water not less than 
two minutes. Said boiling water used as such dis­ 
infectant to contain in solution not less than one 
pound (1 11») of concentrated potash, or three- 
fourths (^) of one pound (1 lb) of concentrated lye 
to each and every twenty gallons of water, or in 
any other manner satisfactory to the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
10. Fruit on deciduous and citrus trees infested 
by any srecies of Scale insect or Scale Insects, or 
the germs thereof, namely’, their eggs, larva; or 
pupan, may be disinfected before removal from the 
tree, or from the premises where grown, by wash­ 
ing or thoroughly spraying said fruit with a solu­ 
tion composed of one pound (1 lt»)of whale oil soar 
and one-fourth of one pound of flowers of sulphur 
to each and every one and one quarter (1$) gallons 
of water used as such disinfectant, or n any other 
manner satisfactory to the Chief Executive Horti­ 
cultural and Health Officer.
